His Catholick Majeity being thoroughly fenfidle 
of the greas Ardour with which your Maj fty hes 
hithertoemploy’d all your Cares to pur him into

fully perfwaded, thar this Blow a! and un-

the fame Danger trom which be was fo happily 
dcitverd lait Year, cannot forbear repretensing 
to your -viajefty, co the end thac your ge- 
neous Aditta.ce the Contequcnces ot this Ofatter 
may be prevented: For .ac feat was fo general, 
tha: lis Majetty is apprehcotive cae Kingdoms of 
Valeacia and Aragon will be tubduea, and chat 
ali the Enemy’s Forces will from ati fiacs powr in 
upon the Principality of Catania.

the Enemy wiil agen beliege the Capital City of that 
Principalizy, affoon as che Fleet thall leave thofe 
Seas. And tho’ the Kiog would not fail to defend 
jr as heartily as he did laft Year, yee ‘tis to be 
fear'd thar all his Efforts might prove ineffectu- 
al, and that with Barcelona all would be loft 
in Svain. 

5. Experience having thewn, that the King ar- 
riving with a {mall Body of Troops in Catalonia, 
thee whole Principali:y prefently declar’d for kim, 
thar the Kingdoms of Valencia and Arragon fol- 
low’d its Exampie, and that al thofe Countries ani- 
matsd by Prefence have given him ali potfible 
Proot of their Fidelity and Zeal for his Service, his 
Majefty is intirely of Opinion that hisPrefence wich the 
Army might have deen this time agen of fomeAdvan- 
tag: to the common Caufe, as weil in refpect of the 
goodOrder andDifcipline he would have endeavour’d 
to ke-p up, asof the Care he would have taken chat 
the military Operations might have fucceeded 
berrer: But feeing himfelf fo little regarded, and 
without Authority or Power in the Army, he 
judg'd himfelf ufelefs there.’ Wherefore the King 
having very great Reafon to fear, chat the fucure 
Efforts your Majefty will pleafe to make, will have 
“amd better fuccefs anlefs the Command be intirely 
‘fetled ; he promifes bimfelf from your Majefty’s 
Wifdom, thar you will regulate anAffair of that Con-

The faid Command being 
once regulated, the King intreats your Majefty to 
rely upon ir, that he wiilnever quic the Country ; 
bur as he did laft Year will maintain bimfeljn it, 
for the Mefence of his feichful Sujects, for thaGlory 
of your Majefty, and for the Weifare of ali Europe, 
till the Succours from Italy and your Majefty’sKing- 
doms cah arrive. 

In Conclufion, the King leaves it intirely to your 
Majefty, to order the Number and Quality of the 
Troops for the faid Saccours, as alfo whacever re- 
lates to the Time and Place where théy may be 
landed 5 being affur’d that your Majefty will eafily 

éeive the Impoffibility of the King's maintaining 

imfelf a long Time, with fo few Troops as ate 
remaining and thofe he can joy tothem, agairift 
the intirely fuperiour and victorious Forces of the 
Enemy ; and that with the great Wifdom by which 
you have bitherto fo glorioufly reiga’d, and in that 


Reign fo genetoufly protected the Interefts of the . 


common Caufe, and with fo much Tendernefs fup- 
ported thofe of bis Catholick Majefty in particular, 
you will not lofe one Moment, nor omit any Means 
of redreffing the Affairs of Spain.
